Memorial for 
Eli Skinner 


J'iie grave of Eli Skinner, soldier 
in the Revolutionary w'ar, which is 
in the Town of Elk Grove ceme­ 
tery on South Statu1 road near A r­ 
lington Heights and Mt. Prospect, 
is to have upon it a special monu­ 
ment r io t e d by the Daughters of 
the American Revolution, accord­ 
ing to word just 
received by the 
Herald, from Irene Jean Crandall, 
of General Henry Dearborn chap­ 
ter. “We hope to hold interesting 
dedication ceremonies the last of 
August,” she writes. 
Interest also has oeen expressed 
in investigation of the oid pioneer 
cemetery in Plum Grove, south of 
Palatine, that 
contains a stone 
marked 1811, a year before the war 
of 1812, which may have been the 
wiping out of the settlement, and

In 
case said Thistles are found grow­ 
ing on inclosed lands the Commis­ 
sioner shall advise with the owner, 
agent or occupant on their treat­ 
ment, and if the said Commissioner 
shall deem it necessary and exped­ 
ient for him to fully control the 
same, he sail agree with the own­ 
er, agent or occupant, on the bound­ 
aries of the tract so infected which 
it is expedient for him to control, 
and he shall mark the same by 
stakes or by force, if thought best; 
and thereafter such infected tract, 
or so much as from time to time 
, remains infected, shall be managed 
and controlled by the said Commis­ 
sioner, for the purpose of destioy- 
ing the said Thistles, and as long as 
it may be necessary to complete the 
work.
